A C.4TA.noauK oi-- S|';a Dis.vstf.r.s — The 
Manchester GiKmlid)'' -i Tiondoii correspond- 
•eut writes: — "Tho Yilhi du Ilavro is, I 
believe, tho fourteenth largo Atlantic 
liner totally lost, with gieat sacrifice of 
life, since tho Cnnard vos.=o!s began to run 
in 1810. The fir.st great disaster of this 
class was that which occurred to the 
Governor Foiiner, bonud from Liverpool 
to New York, wliiidi was run d.i'.vn off 
Holyhead on tho lUtli of Febru.iry. Till , 
when 1!!'2 persons perinhed. Tlie Presi- 
dent, as far ns is known, foundered in the 
following month. In August, IJ-il!, the 
Ocean ^lonarch was burned of Great 
Orino's Head, a few hours after leaving 
Liverpool , and 178 lives wore sacrificed. 
On Christmas Eve, 1852, the St. Goorgo, 
Irom LivtM'epool Now Yorli, was burned 
at sf^a, with about fifty jiorsons. The 
Oeorgo Cunning, coining out fro.n Ham- 
burg, was loHt with about ninety- ux lives, 
on New Year's Day, |:-!5,"). Tlie Pacilie, 
which Was the iirst Hteamer to croBS the 
Atlantic in less than tou days, disap- 
peared, with 18l> jiassiMigprs and crew in 
185G, being suppiiiS'jd t o have struck on 
an ieoboig. 'I'he .V ust ria was burned in 
mid-ocean with 171 souls on board on the 
:3th of Septciiilier, 18.")8: and tho Indis-n 
WHS lost oil' .Xewfiiundliiiul, vi-ith t wenty- 
seven lives, on tho ^Ist of Novomber, 
1859. Tho Hungarian, with 203 persons, 
wont down near tho coast of Nova Scotia 
in February, b'^tld; and MO lives were 
lost ill tho wreck of tho .'Vughi-Saxon . of 
Capo llnco, on tho '27th of April, ItSfil!. 
The City of liii.Uon '.vas probably wrecked 
on an iceberg in Foliruary, 1870. with 
several hundred victims, notonoof whom 
has been heard of sinoe. Twenty-four 
perished in the wroek of the Germania, 
ofTLa Rochollo, in Decoinber last. Tho 
collision between the Nortlillcet and tho 
IMurillo, in .Tannary, (uiusod a loss of 3,51) 
lives, and about r)5tl wore sacrificed in the 
wreck of the .Vtlaiitio, on the 1st of April. 
Tho statement that tlio Villa du Havre 
was "tho largest vessel ever built,"- with 
tho exco|)tion of tho Great Eastern," is 
manifestly erroneons; for while her ton- 
nage inoasuremiMit was that of the 
Warrior ia 0,170; that of tho Agincouet 
0,021, and some of the modern vossels of 
tho fleet aro ntill larger."
